Letter from Nevada, 


Nevapa CITY, Sept. 25, 1860. 
Editors of the Mountaineer: 


As your regular correspondent, Veritas, 
has depaited (m the language of these 
parts) for America, yclept Chicago, fora 
brief sojoun, I have thought best to eu- 
deavor to fill up the vacaticy which must 
occur in your spicy httle sheet, should 
there be no letter from Nevada Gulch. 
We think in “these ere parts,” that Ne- 
vada is “some pumpkins?’ and entitled to 
a representation everywhere, and every 
stranger who does himsglf the pleasure to 
visit this section of the mining regions, 
cannot be otherwise than favorably im- 
pressed with the life, energy and activity 
which pervades every branch of industry 
m the Gulch. We have a district, which 
for its size, has double the population ot 
any other district in the mining regions, 
A city laid out with more regularity and 
of better and more substantial buildings 
than any other; a law-abiding, quiet aud 
orderly people, with churches and school- 
houses—I use the plural, for we bave 
more than one of each. Added to that 
we have that within us which 15 bound at 
no late day, to give convincing proofy of 
the stability of the profits of quartz mining; 
twenty-seven quartz milly, located fiom its 
mouth to its bead, within a less distance 
than three miles, at n cost of some three 
hundred thousand dollais—the elang and 
clatter of whose stamps will era long be 
heard fro: the rising to the setting of the 
sun, and from the setting unto the rising 
thereof—who can sayave have nothing ta 
be proud of or that Novada 1s not ‘some ® 
if not somer? 

But few of our mills are now mining 
continuously, qn account of the scarcity 
of water, a defect soon to be remedied, as 
I understand the water in the new addition 
to the Nevada Ditch, under the vigorous 
and energetié efforts of A. D. Gamble, the 
able supermtendent, than whom no better 
man could be found-for the post, will ere 
two mote days gladden the hearts of the 
citizens, and more particularly the mill- 
owners, as it comes pouring down our 
now almost dry gulch. To-day 1 saw a 
wost pleasing sight, one of those convine~ 
ing proofs I heretofore alluded to; n mass 
of amalgam estimated from ove hundred 
to one hundred and fifty pounds, und worth 
fiom three to four thousand dollars. ‘The 
mill of Messrs, Wemple & Cline, hercto~ 
fore known undei the nanw of the Cook 
Go. Quartz Mining Company, six stamp- 
ers, mAnufnctured by Gates & Co q Chien- 
go, has for the past five days heen running 
om quartz tthen from the Fork Lead, from 
a claim worked by our old friend Dr. 
Willing, and the above is the result—a 
reguit post gratifying to all concerned 
The quartz from which this run was made 
was taken from the crevice at a depth ot 
sume fifteen teer acd if the theory which 
generally prevails be correctthit the 
deeper down in the vem the vicher the 
quartz—this vein will be the mehest yer 
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discovered in the mountains, and our old 
friend, the Doc., willbe in a fair way of 
demonstrating by occular view and palpa- 
ble touch, the reality of some of his wild- 
est and moot visionary letters. 

To all the facilities we have here, facil 
ities pethaps over our sister gulches, there. 
has been—we ‘scarcely feel it now—but. 
one diawback—the scarcity of money. 
This ta a casual obseiver would seem, 
stiange and inconsistent, and yet it is the 
truth, the naked truth;—money is tight or 
rather it has been. The good time so, 
long coming has almost “arroyen.* You, 
will remember the many and various itn-. 
provements projected and carried out, be- 
gan only last spring, and by whom have 
they been made? Not by the rich and 
wealthy who build up our citles and towns, 
in other climes, but by the energetic ant 
hard toiling miners; men who cdme here 
without any capital except such as God 
gave them—strong hearts and willing 
hands. i 

Winter ts approaching. The mechanics 
and aitisans who have built our houses 
and our mills are leaving for their homes 
to spend the winter in the States, and re- 
twn in the sping with their, families. 
Mill-owners, all more or tess are, or have 
been, in debt for their machingny, and our 


money has heen passing away tọ -pay Up, 


old scores and past improvements, This 
drain is now at an end, or yearly so: In 
less than thirty days, we shally have ar 
abundance of money. The introduction 
of water through Nevada Ditch,wijt make. 
a difference of at least fifty thousand dol. 
Jars per week in our receipts. 
Notwitwstanding the hum of business 
which pervades Nevada at all times, wo 
are uot devoid or regardless of social m- 
tercourse. We bave secently established 
a Lodge of the Independent Order of the 
Sons of Malta, and the instituton is meet- 
ing with all the sneress and encouragersent 
which, from its well-known acts of charity 
and pure benevolence, so justly entitles it 
to; but more of this hereafter. J. H, G.,

The New Golden City Road. 


Movunrain CITY, Sept. 30, 1860. 
Editors of the Mountaineer : 


Myself, as well as many others of your 
readers m the mountains, were much 
gratified, upon the receipt of your valua- 
ble paper of this week, to find that your 
citizens. are about to construct à new road 
to the mining thstricts, via the Clear Creek 
Canon. And here let me assure you, and 
the parties having the matter im, charge, 
that if any assistance is required, there 
nye nen here who are ready and anxious 
to subscribe for any amount of the stock, 

This is the central and nearest route 
from the valley, and the only one that 
can be found which, will be free fiom toil- 
some hills. Upon every other route the 
toad must be budt over the divides be- 
tween the different streams, By follow- 
ing Clear Creek, apon which steam and 
ity tibutartes all tha muning] operations, 
in this région are prosecuted, all those 
bills ar» avoided, and the heaviest wagons 
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can pass directly to the mines withont 
discharging a portion of their freight at 
Golden City, as is now the case, 

Your city is the natural outlet and mar- 
ket for all this postion of the mines,-and 
the enterprise of your citizens is appreci- 
ated by the miners, With us time is 
money ; aud every mile suved to us in go- 
aug tor our supplies is so much money 
gained. In my opinion Golden City is 
bound to win the golden prize, and be- 
come the great storage and outfitting 
point for these mines, from her location, 
which was chosen with so much fore- 
thought by her projectors. 

But I look for greater results from this 
enterprise than the mere building of a 
wagon road. The asssertion may be 
somewhat startling, but in less than three 
years from to-tlay,a track will be laid 
from Golden City to Giegory’s, and the 
iron horse will be snorting through the 
canon, with hig train of freight and pas- 
senger cars! Then, and not before, will 
the necessity for the heavy freight wagons 
passing to and from the mountains be ob- 
viated. A rathoad is bound to reach us 
here, and yours is the only point from 
which it can start. This 1s “a consum- 
tion devoutly to be wished,” although it 
may destroy the occupation of

Letter from South Clear Creek. 
SpanisH Ban, Sept, 30th, 1869. 
Editors of the Mountaineer : 

As you probably wish to keep the pub- 
lic well posted respecting all the mining 
regions, I will give you a few items.re- 
garding the mining operations, and busi- 
nega in general on South Clear Creek. 

‘The’ majority of the miners have quit 
‘the bar diggings, and have gone to work 
on the leads, which in many instances are 
proving exceedingly rich. The Harshaw 
Lead is attracting some attention at pres- 
ent, A small four-stamp mill recently re- 
alized $250%after a thirty hours’ run, from 
quartz from this lead. Several other leads 
in this vicinity prospect equally ns well, or 
even better than the Harshaw, „but have 
not yet been thoroughly developed in con- 
sequence of lack ot proper machinery. 
‘This difficulty however, will soon be rem- 
edied, as quite a number of quartz mills 
are now in course of erection, and will 
xoon be in active operation. All hands 
are in excellent spirits, expecting to be 
aichly rewarded for their winter's work. 

Two saw-mills are now running, which 
furnish all the lumber that is needed. 

Those who are at work on the bars are 
doing very well. The creek hus been 
turned in several places below here, with 
considerable suecess to the parties. One 
of the men whom I talked with this after- 
noon, informed me that he was making 
+350 to the hand, 

The people are all anxiously waiting 
the * good time coming” when the road 
drom Golden City to these regions via 
Clear Creek, shall be completed.

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Trial of James A. Gordon, 


It will be recollected that we gave not 
long since, an account of the trial and dis- 
charge of Gordon at Leavenworth and the 
subsequent attempt of the Germans of 
that city to lynch hım, He was saved 
from their fury by the determined efforts 
of Sheff Middaugh, of Denver, Mayor 
M'Dowell of Leavenworth and others, 
and brought to Denver by the former. 
He arrived early on Friday morning and 
was taken at once to the Broadwell House 
and placed under a strong guard to pre- 
vent either a lynching or a rescue, The 
people assembled en masse at Bradford’s 
Corner, at 10 A. M., where Mr. Middaugh 
made a statement of what bad occurred 
to him since he left Denver to capture 
Goidon, Remarks were made by other 
gentlemen and it was finally decided to 
commence the trial that afternoon. The 
prisoner was given into the hands of Sher- 
iff Kehler, and the crowd quictly dis- 
persed. 


In the afternoon the people met in the 
grove in rear of the Express Co’s stables to 
commence the trial of James A. Gordon, 
for the murder of John Gantz in July last. 
But little was accomplished, however, 
and on the following morning, all was 
commenced anew. <A. C. Hunt Esq., 
Gen. Larimer and Col. Wm. Person were 
appointed Judges to preside over the trial. 
Judge Bennett and James T. Coleman, 
Esq., for the prosecution—Judges Sher- 
man, Wagoner and McLure, and Esqrs. 
H. R. Hunt, Weld and Moore, for the de- 
fence, The jury was selected from among 
our best citizens, and the trial was begun 
with an agreement to proceed according 
to matters of fact, and the circumstances 
of the case and not to forms of law. It 
was continued till late in the night, and 
closed on Sunday at about sunset. 

[t was conclusively proved, that Gordon 
on the night in question was in Denver 
Hall, that he there flourished his revolver, 
aud threatened to shoot some one, that af- 
ter leaving Denver Hall he fired his pistol 
at a dog, in front of that place, thence 
went to the Louisiana lunch room where 
he called for something to drink, threw 
the bottle upon the shelf in rear of the 
bar, seized John Gantz by the hair, when 
the latter bad stepped out of the room, 
dragged him in and while holding him 
down against the foot of the bar, deliber- 
ately snapped his pistol four times, it be- 
ing discharged the fifth, killing Gantz in- 
stantly. The testimony would have been 
amply sufficient to convict in any regular 
court, ; notwithstanding the absence at 
Leavenworth of the principal witnesses 
to the murder. The case was ably man- 
aged on the part of the prosecution, but 
rather unskillfully for the defense. In 
summing up for the prosecution, Mr. 
Coleman made an eloquent and able plea, 
and was followed by Judges McLure and 
Sherman, and John C. Moore, Esq., for 
the prisoner. Judge Bennett closed with 
a clear and forcible appeal to the jury, in 
which he argued the gailt of the prisoner. 


Gordon made a statement, a portion of 


which we give below, as reported for the 
Denver Mountaineer. 


GORDON’ STATEMENT, 


‘The counsel for the defense asked permisnston of 
the court for the prisoner to manke some statements 
to the Fiai before they retired, Permission was 
granted. He smd he was on trial for his life, and 
Wished to express his foelings, what he should sa 
Would be the truth, as he knew nolaw, He recol- 
lected talking mith Judga James in Denver Hall, 
on a certain Friday night, and bemg told that he 
had better go home, He remembers coming out 
of the hall, but docs not recollect any thing that 
happened afterwaids until next morning, when he 
was awaked from sleep, under a tree in West Den- 
ver, by some friends They told him he must get 
on a horse and go to Thompson’s Fork, where they 
would meet hım They told hım he had killed a 
man and there was great excitement in tho city, 
and the mob were ready to haug him. Ie got on 
a horse and started, but finding that the horse 
could not stand travel, he concluded to go to his 
own ranch and get another. He got a fresh horse 
and pressed forward as far as Cole’s ranch; he 
found Mr, Cole and another man with him, whom 
he woke up, and sent the mun with Mr. Cole to 
town to find what he had done. He promised to 
wait until the man came back to the ranche; he 
never saw the man since, but had recently under- 
stood that he wag arrested on his arrival in the 
city. Two of his friends visited the ranche in the 
afternoon, told him there was great excitement m 
the city, and the people were determined to put a 
stop to shooting and killing. Ile waited at the 
ranche until dark, and proceeded to Fort Lupton. 
In the morning a friend was walking outside, when 
a body of armed men came up and said they were 
going to take Gordon; that they were going to 
tang him to the first trec; he sud they should not 
hang him, and if they attempted to take lim he 
would not go out of the Fort alive; his horse was 
in the corral and he rushed out, mounted him, and 
told the men to shoot; several shots were fired, 
and two passed through his hat; his horse gave 
out after he had gone about six miles. He trav- 
eled afoot all that day, Sunday, without food, and 
ot to the 22-mile station on the Cut-off; he was 
ungry, and had little concern for his life ; he got 
some food and hired a horse , the horse gave out, 
and he went afoot as far as Bentley's mill, where 
e gota mule, and left the country. He had no 
idea of what he had done thet he should wander 
over the country in this manner and shun his fel- 
low beings. f 
At Fort Bent he wrote letters to his friends in 
this city. Nothing of importance occurred up to 
his arrest an the south-eastern part of Kansas 
He felt differently then, the dregs of mtoxication 
were completely out of his system. He had given 
lus frends, when he left Fort Lupton, a pledge 
that he would never again drink hquors; he had 
kept that pledge until he was taken by Mr, Mid- 
daugh; he was worn out by exposure and the far- 
tizue of his journcy. Mr. Middaugh was kind to 
lum; Mr. Middaugh told him that he would take 
him to Leavenworth and thence to Denver. He 
did not fecl that he was a guilty man; he had al- 
ways wished to be a gentleman to every body, his 
conscience was clear of the crime of murder, he 
had offered to give bonds for $100,000 if he could 
get a trial in some court in the United States, he 
could raise that amount among his frends, he 
was anxious to be tried before some regular organ- 
azed court, where he would feel sure of an acquit- 
tal; he could get justice fromja United States 
Court, This was on United States ground, and he 
thought himself entitled to the benefit of United 
States law. A mob was raised, after his trial at 
Leavenworth, but lua attorneys and the Mayor 
took him to jail for safety ; he heard indistinctly 
through the thick walls, “ bring him out,” “ hang 
him,” nnd other expressions. Mr. Middaugh came 
about teh o’clock to bring him to Denver; did not 
wish to go at mght; he wished to be tried firat 
and set free; he finally consented to come; he 
wished he had been killed by the mob; Mr, Mid- 
daugh saved his life; he was stripped of his clothes 
and very roughly used; death was nothing to the 
treatment he received; he feels satisficd that he 
could not be hung by United States law; good 
men saved his life at Leavenworth, for which he 
felt grateful, and would repay the kindness if he 
lived; he felt no strong desire to hve now; he 
wished to live for the sake of his parents; he was 
not amwiderer ; he never harmed any bady inten- 
tionally; he supposed he had tahen 2 man’s life, 
for others had told him so; he did not know that 
he did, only as his friends told him so. 


The jury after an absence of about 
twenty minutes, rendered a verdict of 
guilty and Gordon was sentenced to be 
hung on Saturday next.

They are 
now stacking the road for a daily line of 
coaches from Denver to the mountains, 
via Golden City, to connect with their Ex. 
press from the Missouri River to tha for- 
mer place, and expect to be in operation by 
the first of next week. ‘This will give a safe 
and speedy menns of transit from * the 
borders of civilization” directly to the 
heart of the Gold Regions, and much fa- 
cilitute travel from Denver and Golden 
City, to Mountain City and vieinity.— 
The passenger and letter tariff bas been ` 
much reduced, and the company is pre- 
pared to forward whatever can be carried 
by their line, with ‘certainty, security, 
and celerity.”? We learn, also that they 
intend soon to start a fast freight line from 
the river to Denver, reducing the time of 
bringing freight to leas than fifteen days. 
The ©. O. C, & P. P. Express was estab- 
lished in the “early times” of Pike’s Peak, 
and we hope the hberal patronage which 
has heretofore been given to it, may cou- 
tinue.

{ Editorial Correspondence of the Mountaineer.) 
Letter from Bent’s Fort, 


Bsnr’s Fort, on THB ARKANSAS, 
: September 18, 1860. 


I wrote you a few days singe that the 
prospect of a treaty, was exceedingly 
doubtful. There was nothing wanting to 
forma satibfactery council, and proceed 
with the most august deliberations with 
the red men, saye the presence of the red 
men themselves;, which just now is quite 
mportant, The Arapahoes are on the 
ground in sufficient numbers to “stand 
treat,” but the Cheyennes are niz. “* Why 
don't Greenwood make an arrangement 
with the former, and let the latter go?” 
has several times been asked. But the 
treaty of 1851 was jointly with the two 
tribes, and ta be good for anythiny, the 
présent one must have all hands piped to 
quarters, to listen in smoky silence to the 
words of, wisdom from the rosy lips of the 
Rackensack Judge. “Ye valiant captain,” 
called Potts, who was sent by the Commis- 
sioner a month in advance to get the In- 
dians together, didn’t succeed very well 
m his attempt. Atthe time the Kiowas 
threatened to attack Beut’s, the huge 
captain discovered that the atmosphere 
around that post wasn’t healthy, and so 
made a visit tp another, and in hig hopes, 
a better location. During his absence, and 
even while he was around, the fort, others 
worked to more purpose to. keep the In- 
dians away; than-he did to get them there, 
and thus it happened that the treaty ar- 
rangement “ busted.” 

The party of which Goamessioner 
Greenwood is manager, reminds one of 
the celebrated exploring expedition, once 
got up at-government-expense, by the re- 
nowned John’ Phenix. All the offices 
that were worth. anything, were given to 
John’s Ist, 2], Sil, and so on to the 20th 
cousin. In like manner, Mr, Greenwood 
brought aut his son, his brother-in-law, 
his nephew, amik a few private friends. 
With one or two exceptions, the whole 
party can be hterally called dead-heads. 
Two Delaware Indians which Fremont 
had in one of his expeditions, were em- 
ployed to show the party the way from Kan- 
xas City, up the Arkausas to. Bents Fort, 
there being nothing to guide them, except 
the river and the broad wagon road ex- 
trending all the waye. ‘Che Britush govern-- 
anlent once sent a cargo of filtering stones, 
and distilling apparatns to supply its ships 
on the fresh water lakes of Canada, Equal: 
wisdom was displayedsin the employment 
of guides to put this intelligent party 
through to the Big Timbers. 

I am writing this letter sitting on a 
blanket that has been twice up Pike's 
Peak, aad Jeaning against a wagon wheel. 
In front, about forty yards distant, flows 
the Arkansas or * Rackensack,’’ as some 
of the learned attaches of the treaty party 
eallir. Between me and it, the bottom is 
tilled with Arapahoe lodges, and moving 
among them “ with alow and stately step ” 

are their dusky uwhers, enveloped w their 
variegated costumes af blankets, leggings, 
paint, ice and dirt. In the background 
of the picture is a dense grove of cotton- 
woods, a few very tall auer, being a suffi- 
cient basis to give the plage the name of 
the " Big Timhers.”! To the left is the on- 
dulating prairie, covered with droves of 
panies, mules and oxen, all busy in making 


their morning repast, On the right, about l 


— 
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four hundred yards distant, is Bent’s Fort, 
the property’ of Col, W. W. Bent, and 
bult for an Indian trading post, but now 
occupied by U. S. troops—the same men 
who have Jabored to so little purpose dur- 
ing the summer, to “clean out” the Kia- 
was. It is a scone structure, 125 by 300 
feet, witha Jarge open space or plaza in 
the center. The walls are about two feet 
in thickness, and firmly built. All the 
rooms open toward the enclosed space. 
A half hour around the establishment 
shows a strange aud motley group. In- 
dians, Mexicans, half-breeds of all varie- 
ties, men from the plains, the mountains, 
the east and half the countries of Europe; 
voyageurs from every part of America, be- 
tween Hudsons Bay und the Rio Grande, 
are found in abundance. The wolf here 
lies down with the lamb, or what is the 
sume in history, the white man lies down 
with the Indian, “ without fear and with- 
out hate.” 

In my enrlier days, when getting an 
“eddication,” (as my grandfather's orthog- 
raphy gave the word,) I thought myself 
comfortably well off, with a tolerable 
knowledge of three linguages. Bat here 
I find a Dutchman, who reads and wiites 
with great difficulty, but converses in 
Arapahoe, Cheyenne, “ greaser,”” mongrel 
French, English, and, of course, the sono- 
rous and melodious vernacutar of “ fader- 
land.” Elihu Burtitt, great Haguist as he 
is, would “simmer down” before this un- 
lettered lover of sauer-kraut. 

Last evening the Indians favored us 
with a dance, to which F received a ticket 
of invitation, A portion of the Arapahoe 
tribe had returned from a chase acter the 
Pawnees, bringing as Left Hand told me, 
a “scalp with ao hair on it,” and it was 
thought best to have a good time over the 
cranium-caver of a anve proud Pawnee. 
The band, orchestra, [ mean, was com- 
posed of six stalwart fellows, beating with 
all their might upon tumborines, accompa- 
nying the blows by notes as pleasing to 
the ear asthe screams af a bastinadoed 
infant. Qcvasionally they would iest, to 
give others opportunity to sing a single 
stanza that really had something of mel- 
ody in it. All moved in a spasmodic, 
sin-corktul step, in a closely crowded cir- 
cle, within which were two or three five- 
year-old papooses, At a little distance 
they Jooked well, but their music was 
 orful.” i

Commissioner has had together the Arap- 
ahoes, and n baker’s-ozen of Chey- 
ennes, who came in jist in season to have 
a talk. The former, and those of the lat- 
ter whe were present, say they are willing 
to quit a wild hfe aud go to farming, if 
their great father will send out farmers to 
show them how to work. ‘Fhey wanted, 
however,all the Arkansas andthe Fontaine 
qui Bouulle; but finally agreed to take the 
Arkansas from the mouth of Sandy Creek, 
to where the New Mexico boundary line 
lenves the river; thence west, ta a point 
whence « bine due north crosses the Ar- 
kansas, five miles below the mouth of” the 
Huerfano, thence north to Sandy Creek, 
thence down Sandy to the starting point. 
“To have, and to hold,” &c., hut tio, pa- 
pers have been signed, nor will be at pres- 
ent, ‘The Judge promises to send out the 
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proper documents as soon as he reaches 
Wasilijngton, or to have a Gonsuissioner 
show himself here next spring, He has 
distributed a portion of the goods ordered 
for the Indians, and will circulate the re- 
mainder when the chiefs append their 
unique autographs te the precious papers. 
In the meantime, Dr, Culver is left in 
charge of the property, and of Indian 
matters generally. Co]. Bent has resigned 
his office of Indian Agent, and Rome is 
left without agod, There is some guess- 
work as. to who will be his successor. 
The Indians say they want “that good 
man with a grey beard,” meaning Col. A. 
G. Boone, of Denver, than whom there 1s 
probably no one better qualified for the 
position. He is fitted for the work both 
by nature and education ;—by nature from 
being a grandson of Daniel Boone of his- 
toric fame, and inheriting much of the 
shrewdness and sagacity of the old “ hun- 
ter of Kentucky *—and by education from 
his long experience of forty years among 
the dusky children of the forest and prairie 
both as a trader and treaty maker. A more 
suitable appointment could not he made, It 
will be a.work of great difficulty for Col. 
Boone, or any one else to get the Indians 
to abandon their wild life and go to farm- 
ing. Itis tue the Cherokees, Choctaws, 
and some others, have done well in their 
endeavors to live like white humans, but 
they were not as literally wild as these 
with whom we are dealing. However, 
the Iatter have made some advancement 
already. It was remarked in my hearing 
this mornmg, “that the Indians are fast 
becoming civilized. They get diunk as 
readily as white men and swear with great 
distinctness.” A pleasing compliment in- 
deed. 

The Kiowas have informed us that 
they killed two men (Rice and Pierson) 
near Denver, nnd stole sixty-five horses 
fiom that vicinity, in revenge for a like 
number of their men killed and horses 
taken by the tragps under the command 
af Capt. Sturgis.

‘The work on Fort Wise is progressing. 
rapidly, considering the indifferent tools 
with which the men work. Stone-quar- 
tying is done with axes and cottonwood 
crowhnrs, and trowels are mule from old 
stavepipe. The stables will be built first, 
then the mens’ quarters, and lastly the offi- 
cers’. 

The weather is quite cool, Almost ev- 
ery morning the grass is “silvered o'er 
with frost.” There way a severe thun- 
der-shower and hailstorm, last evening. 
Far a few minutes the congenled rain fell 
in huge and rapidly succeeding drops. 
Some luckless Cheyennes who were 
cuught out in the storm were most unmer- 
cifully pelted before they could take to 
cover. From their movements, I judge 
that when overtaken in a shower, the 
Cheyennes are exeeedingly shy ‘uns in- 
deed. Thestorm continued ding a por- 
tion of the the night, with rain and bigh 
wind, but by dawn all bud subsided and 
the sun rose clear sod bright from the east.

It is hoped it is not far 
distant. Both before and after the talk, a 
fond embrace of six distinct “hugs” took 
place between the dignitaries. Jt was welt 
for each, that the other was not troubled 
with any cutaneous disease, or did nat 
engage in ranching live stock on his head, 
otherwise the consequences to his friend, 
might have been serious.

The Silver Discoveries, 


New-veins of silver ore continue td be 
found daily in all parts of the mountain 
country. Over one hundred distinct leads 
are already known, and every arrival of 
the mail or Express from the various min- 
ing districts, brings reports of new die- 
coveries, ‘Che heart of the silver district 


seems to be about the head of the four. 


great rivers—Platte, Arkansas, Colorado 
and Rio Grande—of the west. Mr, J. A. 
Hedges,.a gentleman of very exterisive 
aud long-time expérience in mining mat- 
ters, who has spent the past six or eight 
weeks prospecting in this region, pro- 
nounces the silver belt to be nbout thirty 
miles wide, and ei ay or ninety miles 
long, that is already known, and pros- 
pected to some extent. The principal 
veins run from northeast to southweat, 

arallel and intermixed with the gold 

eads, and in many places.both metals are 

found inthe same veins. 

Mr. H. made many tests while in that 
country, and invariably. found silver ia 
greater or less quantity, bat itis so intar- 
mixed with other minerals, that it is very 
difficult to procure an accurate analyaia. 
There no longer remains a doubt that sil- 
ver exists in very large quantities through 
out a large extent of country. 

Hundreds of nuggets.of pure silver are 
found in all the gold. washings of that 
country, Generally they are small, in 
scales and rough fragments, bati in some 
instances. pieces of half an, ounce, and 
even tivo.or three ounces in weight each, 
The ore is richly impregnated with silver, 
and in most instances with gold to equal in 
value the silver, 

There is also alarge residuum of iron, 
lead, and other base metals, The silver 
veins, however, aro not confined to the 

istrict of country named, Leads have 

been found in and around the Gregory 
mines, in the Central District, an Lump 
Gulch, and throughout the Boulder Dis- 
trict. All along the main Qlear Creek, 
they also abound, and have heen traced 
clear to the Snowy Range, and far up its 
procipitons slope. Promising indications 
are also found quite near to us, in the 
mountains just beyond Goen City, Mt, 
Vernon and Bradford. 

Large quantities of the ore have heen 
sent to the States, to be assayed at New 


York, , Philadelphia, Boston and other ` 


eastern cities, and a few weeks must place 
its true value beyond all question or 
doubt. 

Should the bright dreams of the snn- 
guine be fully. realized, this will provo the 
richest and most extensive silver produe- 
ing country in the known world,—Daily 
News, Oct. 2d.

The Conventions} 

We give, in our extended report, the 
proceedings of the Convention, up to the 
time oMour gomg to press.

A majority of the 
members are sincerely desirous of pro- 
moting the ends for which ‘the convention 
ig held, but they have been greatly ım- 
peded by the nosy few, who seemed @e- 
termined to rule or rum. Sill, substan- 
tial progress has been made, and we trust 


“that the deliberations may end in giving 


us at least a wise and effective judicial 
system. 


The Gordon Case. 

` It wotifd be difficult to find in the history 
of crime a parallel for the case of James 
Gordon. The teiribly :evolting murdey 
of poor Gantz—the flight and pursuit of 
Gordon—his being surrounded at Ft. Lup- 
ton, aud making his escape through a 
shower of bullets—his heing again shot 
tat, and again escaping a few days later— 
his surprise and cupture seven’ hundred 
miles from the svene of the murder, after 
he thought himself perfectly safe—his dis- 
charge by a so-called court of justice—his 
narrow escape from death during the terti- 
ble ordeal of two hours, when the rope was 
thrice noosed around his neck by a blodd- 
thirsty Leavenworth mob—his return to 
this region in jrons—his trial, conviction, 
and execution, in spite of the most deter- 
mined efforts to saye him—the facts that 
Mr, Middaugh ‘journeyed with horses and 
mules, more than three thousand miles in 
‘seven weeks to bring him to justice, that 
the heavy expenses of his pursuit, capture 
and punishment, were borne by voluntary 
-édntributions, and that this was all done 
outside of, and in spite of law, and not by 
: apy legal process—all combine to form the 
salient features of an unparalleled and ex- 
-eiting narative. 

But on Saturday came the last scene of 
all, to end “this strange, eventful his- 
tory,” and Gordon expiated his crime up- 
on the gallows. We give on another page 
the closing scenes sn the career of this un- 
fortunate and misguided young man. A 
few days before hus death, a strong current 
of sympathy for him had been excited in the 
community. Among the ladies of Denver 
,especia)) y, this sentiment was general and 
intense. It isnot strange that his pale, 

‘thin face, worn and furrowed by suffering, 

his great, liquid eyes, standing out in un- 
natural prominence, and his broken con- 
yersation about his poor mother, made 
many eyes wet with the teats of pity and 
sympathy. 

That Gordon was a young man of 19- 
telligence and talent, there is no room to 
doubt. But his deportment during the 
Jast few.days of his life, proves that he 
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was by'no means, even ın his sober mo- 
thents, the innocent, harmless “characte: 
which his frienda claimed. Onty a day or 
two before going to meet the punishment 
he dese: ved, what feelings ruled his heart? 
Did he think of the victims of his crimes? 
Did he express any:pity for the poor men 
he bad been stabbing and shooting in this 
community and elsewhere?—for O'Neil, 
whom he made a cripple for hfe, foi 
Gantz, who was wantonly murdered, with- 
out a moments warning, or for their fam- 
ilies and fiends? Nota wod. Hise- 
sire, freely expressed, was to meet Weich 
who, by simply acting as ‘every good citi- 
zen was bound to do, had given informa- 
uon which caused his apprehension, that 
he might, an Ins ‘own language; * cut his 
heart out.” This may indicate petitence 
to those who pleaded so earnestly for his 
reprieve, but the woild in general can only 
infer fiom it that this young man of twen- 
tf-three years, had attamed a hardness 
and recklessness in crime which ts seldom 
seen, even in those who have led a Jong 
‘life of villainy. 

The manner in which the whole affair 
was conducted by the people of Denver, 
is eminently creditable to thei: moderation 
and fiimness, They deserve the thanks of 
all good men, that they were-neither bul- 
lied nor persuaded into sending this erim- 
inal forth to prey upon ome other com- 
munity, and shed more innocent blood.— 
No man, 3n any court, ever had a fairer 
or more lenient trial. They cannot be 
charged with :ashness and barbarity, for 
though all the proceedings were extra-ju- 
dicial, there was no indecent or mdecor ous 
haste, and all mercy and cleinency was 
shown which the public safety would pei- 
mit. Nor can it be said, as heretofore, that 
they allowed crime to go unpunished, for 
they carried out the séntence of the Peo- 
ple*s Court, calmly, and yet determinedly, 
against a pressure which few Executives 
could have resisted. Those who are 
abroad will learn from it, that American 
citizens, on the farthest frontiers, heyond 
the protection of law, can act with wis- 
dom and moderation im the administi ation 
of jusuce. Desperadoes among us, will 
pethaps, be satisfied that their rule 1s end- 
ed in this community.

The 
party separated at an early hour this 
morning, apparently satisfied with then- 
selves and the rest of mankind.

The report of the committee, with the excep- 
tion of the President, was adopted. 

On motion it was voted to elect a President by 
districts vita Voca. 

The election resulted in the choice of Judge G. 
W, Purkins, of Denver, and the clection was made 
unanimous. 

The president was conducted to the chair by Dr. 
Rankin, and addressed the convention in an elo- 
quent manner, stating his vigws upon the objects of 
the convention, and uiging the members to so 
conduct thei proceedings as to secure to our now 
distracted Territory peace, law and order. 

Mr. C. ©. Post moved that the thanks of the con- 
vention be tendered to Judge H. P, A. Smith, for 
the able and impartial manner ın whith he had 
presided over,the prelaminary actions of the body. 
The motion was caned unanimously. 

Judge Smith took the floor and responded to the 
vote in an elqotient but humorous speech, congratu- 
lating himself upon having been able, with the aid 
of Divine Providence (no other aid would have 
availed) in partially bringing order out of chaos, 
and sympathising with the president elect, for the 
Hureulean task before him. He told the conven- 
tion that his constitutants (on motion of Jack 
Kehler) had joined the Utes, by a unanimous vote, 
and if they wished to reclum them they must 
beat them in government. His remarks were re- 
ceived with rounds of applause 

Dr. B P. Rankin again addressed the conven- 
tion, disclaming auy wish for office or power, and 
only wishing for some action that will redound to 
the honor and welfare of the Territory. 

On motion of Dr. Rankin a cOmmiltee df thiee 
was appointed to report rules of order for the 
government of the convention. 

Judge If. P. Bennett moved that a committee 
of five be appointed to report the business for the 
convention, pending which it was voted to adjourn 
to Wednesday Morning at 8 o'clock.

END OF THE GORDON AFFAIR. 


Execution of the Murderer. 


—_ 


We gave last week a report of what 
had transpired in the above matter, up to 
the time of going to press. As a delay of 
six days had been granted, it was hoped 
by many of Gordon’s friends that the un- 
happy man would not be brought to the 
gallows. Gordon himself seemed to have 
strong expectations of a reprieve up to 
within a few hours of bis execution. 

His conduct during the interval between 
the close of his trial and Saturday morg- 
ing was not marked by any show of pen- 
itence and contrition for his evil course, 
To several persons on the guaid he 1e- 
marked that if permitted to go free he 
would cut the heart our of Walter Welch 
if he ever met him. Tt will be remem- 
bered that Welch brought from Bent’s 
Fort the information that led to Gordon’s 
pursuit and capture. The night before 
bis execution he remarked that he would, 
like to go to n dance, and at various times 


during hts six days’ imprisonment showed 


the same recklessness and want of sorrow 
for the cmmes he had conumitted, 

His first inter view with his father after 
his return to Denver is described by an 
eye-witness as peculiarly unnffecting on 
the part of both, ‘Well, Jim, they’ve 
got you,’ was the salutation of the futher 
tothe son. ‘Yes, father, here Tam,’ was 
James’ reply. ‘I think they'll give you a 
trial, Jin, was the old man’s second re- 
mark. tI hope they will; you know 1 
don’t care a d—n for dying, but I don’t 
want to be hung by a mob? ‘Yes, Jun; 
I know you ate good pluck; you dopt care 
a d—n about death;? and this was the 
tenor of the conversation throughout the 
interview, 

On ‘Thursday and Friday, several peti- 
tions for his release and banishment were 
extensively circulated through the city,

Prayer wag 
delivered, during which the prisoner knelt, 
and the vast assemblage stood with uncoy» 
ered heads, Gordon looked very down- 
cast. He called to Peter Doran to come 
on the platform, to speak a few words to 
him on private business matters, at the 
close of which James Gordon said, in a 
confused anil faltermg voice: 

“ Geutlemen, you who have been my 

friends, and tried to reprieve me, I thank 
from the bottom of my heart. I thank the 
ladies and gentlemep,who have visited me 
during my confinement, and have been so 
kind towards me. [ have suid all I have’ 
to say. Mr, Middaugh, remember to fix 
the rope so that it wil] break my neck as 
soon as it possibly can, AH I want is to 
have you remember me to my old fitends 
and parents; don’t foaget that—remember 
me to those old friends. Oh! if some good 
friend here would shoot me, I would be 
happy; butitis all well; good hye; fix 
the rope so that it will break my neck the 
quickest possthie, Good hye. Oh! God 
have mercy!” 
The black cap was adjusted, the drop 
fell, and the prisoner swung between heav- 
en and earth, as though unfit for either 
place. As he fell a fuint murmur was 
heaid through. the crowd, like a gentle 
wind passing over a dense grove, bur not 
a voice broke the spell that seemed spread 
over that vast mulntude. 

After hanging about twenty minutes the 
bady was cut down, and given in charge 
of the fiiends of the deceused, The fu- 
neal took place on Sunday.

Dear Mountameer i— 

On Wednesday, Sept. 27th, at 11.80 
4. M, precisely, “We, Us & Co.,” 1. ©. 
myself, J. L, Merrick and Mess:s. Fox 
and Naylor, left the corner of Larimer 
and I“ streets, Denyer, en route for Amer- 
1¢8.”" 

Numerons friends had congregated at 
the City Drug Store, to see us off and bid 
a last farewell, and amid the cries of 
‘good bye, boys,” “take care of your- 
solves,” &c., we waved adieu; the whip 
cracked, and in a moment more we were 
lost to all sound except the rumbling of 
the wheels as we rolled down F street. 
In thirty minutes more we took a last 
lingermg look at the City of the Valley, 
and Jack passed around a suspicious look- 
ing black bottle, which was thrust into the 
wagon ws we “shoved off,” by friend 
Bailey, with the remark that “We might 
get sick and need it.” Very thoughtful, 
indeed, of you friend B., for as l said be- 
fore, just as we caught the last glimpse of 
the fast receding church spires and house 
tops of Denver, Jack was taken suddenly 
iH, and the rest of us felt in much the same 
condition; therefore, was it that the afore- 
said bottle was brought into requisition, 
and found.to contain a liquid termed ‘*Ar- 
omatic Seheidam Schnapps,’ a certain 
cure for all the ills which flesh is heir to.

with regard to his fate, and enquired if] have manifested a reckless disregard of the just 


tory. Wherever you go, east or west, 
north or sonth, into the mountains, or 
along their base, up or down the numerous 
streams finding their source in the fust- 
nesses of the Rocky Mountains—every- 
where and anywhere throughout the entire 
region embraced in Jefferson Territory, 
you will find the marks of civilization in 
the form of brisk little towns and villages; 


bell in the valley, and the snug eabin of 
the ranch and farm-house; growing fields 
of grain and garden vegetables attached, 
all go to show the rapid advancement of 
the marks of civilization in this new El 
Dorado, which at the time of my arrival 
knew no other improvements than those 
first mentioned. Truly we are a progres- 
sive people! Talk about sending quartz 
rock to England, to encourage Enghsh 
capitalists to aid in developing the re- 
sources of this country! Bah! Shame 
on the man who would think so httle of 
himself and of his country! What the 
the hard-fisted American moneers, always 
the developer, of our great and mighty 
West! cannot and will not do for the ad- 
vancement of this glorious country, it 
would be entirely useless for any other 
nation to attempt. 

But, Messrs. Editors, I must beg par- 
don for allowing my pen to run away with 
me in this style, and taking up so much of 
your space upon a theme so entirely for- 
eign to what I had set out to write, but as 
it was uppermost in my mind, as I sat 
ruminating over the past, the present, and 
the future prospects of this beautiful ter- 
ritory which I am now leaving for a brief 
period, I trust the kind reader will indulge 
for this time, and I ‘promise hereafter to 
stick more closely to the incidents con- 
nected with our journey to America. 

We camped for the first night at the 
first stage station on the Cut-off. This is 
one of the numerous stations belonging to 
the “ Gigantic Monopoly,” i. e. the C. O. 
C. & P. P. Express Co. and is certainly 
deserving of a passyng notice. They are 
built at intervals of from 20 to $5 miles 
along the entire line of the route, and if 
those which I have seen thus far are a cri- 
terion by which I may judge the balance, 
I must say they are standing monuments 
of the euterprise of the company. They

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Protection Against Fires. 
We gave in our last issue an arcount 
of the hurning of the house of W, N. 
Byers, Esq,, of Denver, and also alluded 
to the fact that but one or two buildings 
in this country are insured, There are no 
fire angmes in this region, and very few, 
if any, facilities for extinguishing fires. 
Our citizens should adopt some means of 
saving their property from uner destruc- 
tion, in case a fire breaks out in our midst. 
Engine companies without engines are of 
no use, and the best we can do is to adopt 
some way for-bringing the water of Clear 
Greek into all parts of the town, other 
than the course usually taken in cities pro- 
vided with engines and hose. A “bucket 
company ” cau and should be formen, and 
the expense to ench man would be trifling, 
Nothing would be needed save that each 
member come to the scene of the confla- 
gration provided with one or mare buckets 
for passing water from the stream to the 
fire, Officers should be chosen, and have 
for their duty the formation of the double 
line in the shortest time possible. In case 
the distance was considerable, so that the 
company itself would not ke sufficient, 
little or no difficulty would be experienced 
in completing the desired number from 
volunteers—the mam point bemg to bave 
n few resolute men who know what is 
needed, act in unison, and show and tell 
others what to do, It would be well, toa, 
to forma “hook and ladder? company, 
and provide it with proper means for tent- 
ing down buildings contiguous to those in’ 
flames, and which might be the means of 
aiding the progress of the devouring elc- 
ment. Firea will occur, and no one knows 
how soon Golden City may be doomed to 
suffer from a conflagration. When it does 
oveur we may be favored by fortune as 
was Denver the other evening, and lose 
only a single house, or we may be doomed 
to see lf our city in ashes. Let us take 
the proper precaution, and when a fire 
thoes occur, confine it to as narrow limits 
us possible.

The Gold Yield of 1860, 

Measra. Clack, Gruber & Company, the 
well-known bankers, estimate the gold 
yield of the Pike’s Peak region, for the 
current year, at about five millions. The 
gentlemen of this firm have the best of 
facilities for judging; but as very little 
gold was taken out during the first five 
months of the year, this estimate would 
give us from the first of June to the last 
of December, a product of about seven 
hundred thoosand dollars per month, 
which we fear the facts will hardly justi- 
fy. But even placing the figures at four 
millions, the yield; though not as large as 
many sanguine persons anticipated, will 
bo exceedingly gratifying, and will dem- 
onstrate to those who still doubt, that the 
mining interests of the golt fields: of the 
Rocky Mountains rest upon a sure and 
solid basis, and are soon destined, like 
those of California and Australia, to pour 
a large and steady auriferous current into 
the treasury of the work, The receipts 
of the U. S. Mint, up to the first of Janu- 
ary, will be made public soon after the 
opening of the new year; but in order to 
arrive at the aggregate yield of 1860, it 
will be necessary to add at least thirty- 
three per cent. to those figures, as the 
firm above alluded to will huve nearly 
a quarter of a million dollars of their 
private coin in cirenjation by that time ; 
and the amount of dust in use in this 
region will necessarily continue very 
large.

„At S$ oelock Monday morning, I left 
Denver, in company with Wiliam H, 


oe Graves, Esq., messenger of Hinckley & 
y Co's Express. We crossed the Platte at 


the old bridge, a mile above town, and 
soon struck the Bradford road. Many ex- 
cellent ranches and farms are being opened 
dlong the valley of the river, and a large 
amount of land 1s already under enclosyre 
and cultivation. The road, like all the 
valley thoroughfares, was excellent, and 
| the atmosphere so clear that men five and

aix miles away,'did not appear more than 
one third that distance to the unpiacticed 
eye. Beyond the smooth prairie rose the 
abrupt and rugged mountains, some of a 
pale, ashen hue, dotted by the pines with 
streaks of deep green, like daubs from a 
paint brush, and others mottled with bright 
apots of yellow and red, from deciduous 
shrubs touched by autumnal frosts, 

Near Biadford is a clu-ter of curious 
rocks, which would afford a fine scene for 
an artist or photographer. They rise per- 
pendicularly to the hight of forty or fifty 
feet, like hoary sentinels, 

“Familiar with forgotten years.” 
One, however, detracts materially from 
the poetic effect of the group, by assum- 
ing the precise form of a uegro’s head, 
with a nose of remarkable protuberance. 
Bradford, 14 miles out, is a city of one 
house, which stands solitary and bereaved, 
a monument to the memory of those en- 
thusiastic gentlemen who predicted a few 
months ago, that the town, hke the rod of 
Aaron, would swallow up all its fellows. 

We toiled wearily up a zigzag hill, two 
miles in length, passing the inevitable toll- 
gate; and were soon in the midst of the 
mountains, among scenes of picturesque 
and striking beanty. The clear streams 
in the narrow valleys were fringed with 
' aypens, decked in the sere and yellow leaf 
of autumn; next rose green, grassy hills, 
their graceful swells painted m brilliant 
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4 hues by the breath of the frost, then pine- 
I $ covered mountains of a sull deeper geen, 
s shading miles away into a dark blue, and 
ae beyond and above all, the bald, sharp 


ridge-pole of the range, in its dim and ha- 
zy grey. The lower ranges of hills at 
some points, rising almost perpendicularly 
from the streama, for thousands of acres 
swept away in a dark expanse of tall pines, 
‘straight as arrows, their tops smooth and 
symmetric, like the heads of grain in a 

wheat field. ` 
Passing two saw-mills, several shingle 
t manufactories, and a few straggling log 
houses, at $ o'clock, P, M., we stopped 
for dinner at the ranch of Mi. Hutchinson, 
98 miles from Denver. An hour after, 
: with # pair of fresh mules, we were again 
upon the road, which here, as along the 
whole route, was lined with dusty, hirsute 
‘miners, coming down from the diggings to 
apend the winter in the valley or the States. 
. Very contented and happy they looked at 
` the prospect of once more getting “ ont of 
the wilderness,” into the comforts of civ- 
. Niektionr— Tho run, which in these, deep 
gorges, goes down séon after dinner, dis- 
_ appeared in Brigham Young’s dominions, 
aad after a brief twilight we had ouly the 
stats 4o guide ua. My companion suc- 
cetded in hitting the stumps and stones

with a dexterity only to be acquired by. 
long practice; but as our buggy had be- 
come somewhat eccentric from age and 
infirmity, we consoled ourselves with the 
reflection that no obstacle, unless very 
large, could strike both the fore and hind 
wheels upon either side, At 8 we reached 
the “Kentucky Home Ranch” of Mr, 
Putterson, a genial and gigantic elderly 
gentleman, who with his immense, hospit- 
able stone fire-pluce, and his “ whar’s” 
and “thaws” perpetuates the dialect and 
customs of his native State. The family 
had retired for the night, but our hostess 
soon re-appeared upon the domestic stage 
to prepare us an excellent supper; and 
soon after, thoroughly wenried by our ride 
of forty miles, we were lulled to sleep by 
the regular nasal music of a gentleman 
occupying the loft with us, who was al- 
ready snoring vigorously to the tune of 


‘My old Kentucky home, good night.” 

At 7 o'clock Tuesday morning, we were 
riding in the crisp, frosty air, among the 
white stems of the aspens and red trunks 
of the pines. Four miles out we struck 
the Platte—here twenty feet wide and 
eight or ten inches deep—and afterwards 
crossed it five or six times during the day. 
I had hitherto cherished some lingering 
doubt as to what was the worst wagon 
road in the whole world; but after being 
jolted for three hours over the stumps and 
stones, I attained on that point ‘the soul’s 
calm sunshine, and the heartfelt joy.?— 
This conclusion, however, will apply only 
to a short section of the route; for more 
work has been done, and well done, too, 
upon this Tarryall road than any other 
thoroughfare leading from Denver. A few 
break-neck hills, and mule-trap bridges, 
however, deserve the serious and prayer- 
ful consideration of the saperintendent. 

Winding among enormous piny moun- 
tains, with icy springs gushing from their 
sides, we began to strike pleasant, grassy 
valleys and other beds of greenery. The 
middie of the afternoon found us at the 
Lake Ranch, where the landlord furmshed 
a savory repast of mountain sheep, The 
flesh is very tender and toothsome, some- 
what like domestic mutton, but with an 
unmistakable game flavor. The settlers 
were employed in banking their two log 
houses with earth up to the eaves, to pro- 
tect them from the biting cold of winter. 
lee has formed in the vicinity every night 
since the first of July, and they believe that 
no garden vegetables or grain can ever be 
produced at that grent altitude, Chicago 
Lake, from which the ranch receives its 
name, is an oval body of water covering 
about twelve acres. 


Once more upon the way, our route (as 
it had at various points during the day) 
followed an old Ute trail; for here, as in 
all other portions of the West, the white 
man finds that the Indian and the buffalo 
are geographers and road-makers by in- 
stinet, After riding a mile anil a half, we 
passed around the side of a hill and came 
suddenty in view of the great South Park, 
spread auf like a picture, at ourfeet. The 
scene is one of the most beautiful in the 
Gold Region. The crescent-shaped Park, 
forty miles by fifteen, is a smooth, treeless 
section of prairie, which seems to have 
wandered over, fifty milex, into the very 
heart of the Rocky Mountams, aud now 
to he unable to escape from its rugged and 
wrinkled walls, Its great expanse of aahy- 
green, velvet grass, was spotted with 


flountaineger, 


brown patches of dead weeds, and sloped 
up very gently, first into the light and then 
the deep pine groves of the surrounding 
hills, which melted away into the bare, 
serrated mountains streaked with banks of 
snow. The fait hne of the road could 
be traced acroséits whole width; while 
three or four ranches, with their herds, 
haystacks and log houses, the white wag- 
ons and genial fires of campers, two little, 
gleaming lakes, and the smooth vistas of 
pine-fringed verdure united to form a quiet, 
pastoral scene quite unlooked for in these 
mountain fastnesses. The sun, just sink- 
ing to the horizon-line, threw over the 
whole a hazy, dark blue tint, giving the 
delicious picture a pecuharly dim, dreamy 
appearance, like a mirage upon the desert. 

We descended into the Park, following 
a road like a race track, well worn through 
the thick, matted grass, which retains its 
nutritive qualities during the entire winter. 
Numberless white heads and bones dem- 
onstrate that thia mountain garden proved 
the Golgotha of the buffutoes, before the 
advent of civilized man. The soil is rich, 
though at some points whitened by alka- 
line efflurvescences, but as the elevat’on is
